Senator Barkley said he never had 
been asked to help get controls and 
had never personally telephoned the 
W ashington office of Erie-Ba ta via. 
Rep. McCormack (M ass.' said he 
never had made a call to the W ash­ 
ington agency or received one from 
it. 
M urray Garsson, an active figure 
in the combine, once served as an 
Investigator for a House committee, 
headed by Sabath. which inquired 
into bondholders protective com­ 
mittees. 
Sabath said he thought perhaps 
he had played pinochle only once 
with Murray Oarsson and two or 
three times with Freem an. He said 
either he or former Rep. Samuel 
Dlckstein of New York had Gaited 
on occasion to get a third for the 
game. 
Secretary Testified 
“I never interceded for them in

Sabath asserted, “I never was in 
their office. I never was in their 
plant. I didn't go to any of their 
parties or luncheons."

COMMONS VOTE 


RATIONS BREAD 


London, July 19 (ZP)—British bakers 
appeared today to be reluctantly 
abandoning their threatened revolt 
against the labor government’s bread 
rationing plan, which received the 
stamp of approval from the House 
of Commons early this morning 
after five hours of bitter debate. 
Bread rationing is scheduled to 
become effective Sunday. 
By a vote of 305 to 182—one of the 
smallest government majorities in 
the 12-month administration of the 
laborites—labor party members de­ 
feated a conservative motion to 
scrap the plan. 
Winston Churchill, who spear­ 
headed the opposition, described the 
plan as an unnecessary and "gall- 
ing" burden. He admonished bakers, 
however, to "do their best to make 
whatever scheme is thrust upon 
them by the government work as 
well as passible.”

bakers’ 
groups indicated that they would 
follow this advice, and the national 
association of master bakers was 
reported considering the relaxation 
of its decision to disregard Ute 
rationing order.

In Detroit, Sidney Black, presi­ 
dent of the city's Retail Meat Mer­ 
chants association, said consumers 
were buying only the "barest of 
necessities" in meat markets. 
At the same time livestock prices 
dropped sharply in a major market 
b m * . Midwestern stockyards were 
Jammed with record shipments. 
At San Francisco, E. F. Forbes,
